2. (Original) The method as claimed in claim 1 , wherein the user has a plurality of 
ongoing communication services at the time thai the subscription message containing a unique 
indication in a header is sent.

provides said service information in a single message sent in response to a request therefore from 
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a user terminal, and wherein when said proxy server receives said request from a user terminal, 
said proxy server resubscribes the user to ongoing subscriptions for which service information is 

stored therein.
